WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne and City Utilities 


electric bill is in the approximate amount of $850,000.00 annually; 


and 


WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne and City Utilities ob¬ 
jected to the Indiana and Michigan Electric Company's proposed 
rate increase of approximately fifty (50%) per cent; and 

WHEREAS, the Public Service Commission granted an increase 
of approximately twenty-five (25%): per cent; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to the services of the City Attorney, 
there has been the need to retain the services of a Certified 
Public Accountant in this matter; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Works has authorized payment to 
the City Attorney for the services performed by Resolution; and 
WHEREAS, the Board of Works has authorized the payment 
to the City Attorneys for the services rendered to City Utilities 
from the revenues derived from the operation of the Utility; and 
WHEREAS, there are sufficient funds in the City Light 
Lease Fund to cover the expenses of the Certified Public Account¬ 
ant. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That there is hereby appropriated from 
the unappropriated and unencumbered balance of the City Light 
Lease Fund the sum of $9,185.45 to City Utilities. 

SECTION 2. That the Board of Works Resolution author¬ 
izing the payment to the City Attorneys be approved and the 
City Attorneys be paid from the revenues of the Utility. 

SECTION 3. That the unappropriated and unencumbered 
balance of the City Light Lease Fund is hereby reduced in the 
amount of $9,185.45. 

SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approval by the jyiavor and 
legal publication thereof.
